BACK IN 
POWER 

MP keeps seat but loses job

Chris Grayling has been 
returned as Epsom’s Con¬ 
servative MP - on an elec¬ 
tion day that saw 
Conservative incumbents 
re-elected in neighbouring 
constituencies, but saw all 
the Liberal Democrats 
swept from Epsom and 
Ewell council. 

The results of the gener¬ 
al and borough elections 
reflected the national pic¬ 
ture - which resulted in a 
Conservative majority 
Government and heavy 
losses for Labour and the 
Liberal Democrats. 

Mr Grayling, 53, in¬ 
creased his majority in 
Epsom and Ewell by more 
than 2,400 - winning 33,309 
votes, compared to the 
30,868 he received in 2010. 

Ex-councillor Sheila 
Carlson came second, in¬ 
creasing the Labour vote 
to 8,866 votes, and Robert 
Leach ensured UKIP be¬ 
came the constituency’s 
third largest party with 
7,117 votes. 

After his win was an¬ 
nounced at 6.30am on Fri¬ 
day, Mr Grayling said he 
“wasn’t expecting the 


considerable increase in 
the votes cast for me” and 
the first thing on his list to 
achieve for Epsom and 
Ewell “is what it always is 

- to continue to work to 
preserve services; contin¬ 
ue the work to get Epsom 
into Zone 6; and to work to 
try and preserve the char¬ 
acter of the area”. 

On election night, he 
said he was “happy to do 
whatever David Cameron 
asks me to do” in a new 
cabinet, but his “main 
choice” would be to re¬ 
main as Justice Secretary 

- a hope that was dashed 
when he was replaced in 
that role by Michael Gove 
and instead made Leader 
of the House of Commons. 

Despite this, Mr Gray¬ 
ling said he was “very 
happy” with his new role 
and was “never remotely 
worried” about being re¬ 
elected in Epsom. 

Liberal Democrat 
Stephen Gee came fourth, 
with the party’s vote 
crashing from 14,734 in 
2010 to just 5,002 votes. 

Green Party candidate 
Susan McGrath came fifth 
with 2,116, and Indepen¬ 
dents Lionel Blackman 
and Gareth Harfoot sixth 
and seventh, winning 612 
and 121 votes respectively. 


Ms Carlson thanked her 
campaign team and all 
those who voted for her, 
and paid tribute to Emily 
Davison - the suffragette 
who died after running in 
front of the King’s Horse 
during the 1913 Derby at 
Epsom Downs Race¬ 
course, the venue for the 
count. 

Ms Carlson said: “She 
was a very brave lady who 
made sure I could stand 
here today.” 

In Reigate and Banstead, 
Tory Crispin Blunt in¬ 
creased his majority and 
thanked voters for bring¬ 
ing the country back from 
the brink of “potential 
disaster”. 

Mr Blunt received 29,151 
votes, while UKIP came 
second with 6,817 and 
Labour won 6,578. 

Conservative Sir Paul 
Beresford won in Mole 
Valley with an increased 
majority and welcomed 
the chance to “return 
Britain to being Great 
Britain”. He received 
33,434 votes, while the Lib¬ 
eral Democrats came sec¬ 
ond with 7,981 votes, and 
UKIP third with 6,181. 

The Residents’ Associa¬ 
tion swept to victory in the 
borough council elections, 
winning 31 seats.

“That was VE Day. 

“There were street parties 
for VJ Day too, but when the 
Japanese lot was finished it 
wasn’t half so exciting as 
the European lot, because 
we were so far removed 
from it.

Cops tell couple to forget blade...

A woman who found a large 
kitchen knife in the middle 
of a road said she was ap¬ 
palled that police were just 
“not interested”. 

The discovery on Epsom 
Downs on Monday came as 
police issued a public appeal 
after a man was threatened 
with a knife in Banstead on 
election night, see box below. 

Tegan Sexton, 30, from 
Dorking, said her husband 
spotted the 6in to 8in knife 
near the roundabout on 
Grandstand Road at about 
1.40pm. 

Mrs Sexton said: “He said: 
‘Oh my goodness, there’s 9— 
massive knife on the floor’. 

“It could have been used ip 
a crime or someone cou^d 


come and pick it up.” 

The worried couple pulled 
into the next lay-by and 
immediately called the po¬ 
lice on 101. 

The operator initially said 
a patrol car would collect it, 
but then rang back and said: 
“It is not a police issue and 
it can stay there.” 

Mrs Sexton said: “It was 
such a shock. To think all 
the children would be com¬ 
ing out of school and there is 
a massive knife lying there. 

“I was gobsmacked.” 

Fearing that someone else 
could be attacked using the 
knife, the couple went back 
to fetch it using gloves. 

They put it in a plastic bag 
and took it to the police sta¬ 
tion in Dorking where they 
were told it would be 
destroyed. 

Later that day police called 
back again to say actually

Muggers attacked a man and threate¬ 
ned him with a knife on election night. 

Two men went up to the victim, 
asked for his mobile phone and chased 
after him when he fled in Banstead be¬ 
tween 10.20pm and 10.35pm. 

After attacking him and threatening 
him with a knife, the muggers ran up a 
stairwell in the parade of shops in 
Bolters Lane. The men were about 19 
or 20 years old and wore grey hoodies. 

One attacker was slim, black and 
about 6ft. The other man was a bit 
stocky, white and about 5ft 7in. 

Detective Constable James Vernon 
said: “This was a very traumatic 
experience for the victim. 


“We are especially keen to speak to 
anyone who was in the area at the time 
of the incident as they may hold vital 
information. 

“We are also keen to hear from any¬ 
one who may have seen anyone 
matching the description of the two 
men to contact police - any informa¬ 
tion could prove vital in bringing 
those responsible to justice.”

Police Sergeant Mike 
Mann, from the Reigate and 
Banstead safer neighbour¬ 
hood team, said anyone who 
finds a dangerous item in a 
public space should call the 
police for advice. 

He said: “On this occasion 
officers were not initially 
available to attend and pick 
up the knife. 

“However a local officer 
went to the location a short 
time later but the member of 
the public had already taken 
it to a local police station. 

“The public’s safety is our 
number one priority and we 
have to deploy our resources 
accordingly as on average 
we receive more than 1,500 
calls a day in our contact 
centre, with approximately 
300 of those being 999 calls.”

hall, in the early hours of 
the morning. 

He was rushed to hospi¬ 
tal but died two days later. 

Lewis Thorne, 22, from 


Ramsgate, Kent, and Se- 
bastiano Ragusa, 30, of 
East London, are facing 
the same charge. 

All three men are on bail 
and will appear at Croy¬ 
don Magistrates’ Court on 
June 9.

Negligence case sees 
trust pay out millions

A “remarkable” woman left dis¬ 
abled after complications during 
her birth is set to receive millions 
of pounds in damages from 
Epsom and St Helier hospitals. 

The woman, now 20, who cannot 
be identified for legal reasons, 
suffered severe injuries as a re¬ 
sult of negligence during her 
mother’s labour. 

Epsom and St Helier Hospital 
Trust admitted liability and has 
agreed to a multi-million pound 
care package. 

The payout will cover the costs 
of the care and support she will 
need for the rest of her life. 

Neil Block QC, appearing for the 
trust at London’s High Court on 
Monday, said the woman has, in 


spite of her disabilities, become a 
keen sportswoman and is study¬ 
ing at university. 

He said: “The claimant is a re¬ 
markable young lady who has 
striven against adversity to suc¬ 
ceed in her studies and her pas¬ 
times. 

“I had the opportunity to meet 
her and her family and we are de¬ 
lighted we have been able to settle 
this case. 

“Her family has given her re¬ 
markable support and clearly, 
while one can never replace what 
has been lost, we hope that they 
will now feel financially secure 
and that it is a great burden lifted 
from their shoulders.” 

His comments were echoed by 
Mr Justice Singh, who approved 
the settlement. 

He said: “It is very difficult for 
me to imagine what life must have 
been like for the last 20 years. 


“What is clear to me, however, is 
that the claimant is a remarkable 
young person who will no doubt 
inspire others because of her 
hard work and resilience. 

“I give her my very best wishes 
for the future, as I do to her family 
as well.” 

Details of the settlement were 
kept confidential, but it will in¬ 
volve a substantial lump sum, 
plus annual payments to cover 
the costs of the woman’s care for 
life. 

Epsom and St Helier Hospital 
Trust said it would not be com¬ 
menting due to an order made by 
the judge to protect the woman’s 
anonymity. 

In a statement, it said: “We fully 
respect the decision of the court, 
and will comply fully with the 
judge’s anonymity order. 

“In light of that, we cannot add 
any further comment.” 



Schoolchildren have taken part 
in a sponsored spelling challenge 
to raise money for earthquake 
victims in Nepal.

Other fundraising efforts in¬ 
clude pupils paying £1 to wear 
the colours of the Nepalese flag 
on a “mufti day” at the school.

In line for £18m makeover

Epsom and St Helier Hospi¬ 
tals Trust is to spend £18m 
improving its buildings over 
the next year - including a 
leaky roof which results in 
patients having to be moved 
and beds being closed during 
heavy rain. 

The trust will have £18m - 
double its normal allocation 
for “capital plans” - for 2015- 
16, as half of the money has 
come from sale of land on the 
old Sutton Hospital site to 
Sutton Council for a new 
school. 

The money will be spent on 
a wide range of projects de¬ 
signed to improve the patient 
environment, service devel¬ 
opment, medical equipment, 
information management 
and technology. 

Half of it will be used to re¬ 
furbish numerous wards 
across both sites, create a 
new eye unit at St Helier, pro¬ 
vide a new paediatric audiol¬ 
ogy unit at Queen Mary’s 
Hospital for Children, and 
build an embryology lab. 

The money raised from the 
part sale of the old Sutton 
Hospital site, £8.5m, will be 
invested into Epsom and St 
Helier hospitals’ buildings to 
reduce “critical infrastruc¬ 
ture risks”. 

The schemes receiving 




Replacing windows: B and C 

funding from this pot of 
money will include: 

• £1,456,000 to be spent on 
repairs to Epsom Hospital’s 
Wells Wing including re¬ 
placement double-glazed 
windows. 

• £4,201,000 to be spent on 
St Helier Hospital including 
replacement double-glazed 
windows, replacing cold 
water storage, heating and 
replacing of failed flat 
roofs. 

In the specific case of the 
“failed flat roofs” at St Heli¬ 
er, £618,000 is to be spent. A 
document on the plans 
stated: “There are significant 


blocks at St Helier Hospital 

issues with the failed flat 
roof and parapet walls, 
which greatly impacts on the 
inpatient wards every time it 
rains. 

“There is a regular need to 
move patients and close beds, 
when there is heavy rain.” 

It added: “By replacing the 
heating and hot water plant, 
improved control will be af¬ 
forded for in-patient wards 
and the high risk of this 
plant failing will be 
removed.”

Busy time 

Epsom and St Helier hospi¬ 
tals had 147,667 people com¬ 
ing to its accident and 
emergency unit in the 2014- 
15 financial year, as well as 
the eye A&E department at 
Sutton Hospital. 

The trust met its four- 
hour A&E waiting times 
target 95.6 per cent of the 
time. 

April 13 was the “busiest 
day in the history of Epsom 
hospital” with its A&E staff 
dealing with 226 patients. 


APOLOGY FOR REPORT LEAK 


The chairman of Epsom and St 
Helier hospitals has apologised 
at a public meeting for a leak 
last month that revealed plans 
are being considered to shut 
both sites and create an 800- 
bed “super hospital” in Sutton. 

Laurence Newman made the 
comments at a meeting of 
Epsom and St Helier trust’s 
board meeting which was held 
at Epsom Hospital on Friday. 

The apology referred to 
leaked, secret plans for the 
two hospitals after 2020, 
which were only revealed after 
management consultants - 
who had just met with trust 
chief executive Daniel Elkeles 
- held a conference call about 
them on a commuter train. 

Bob Mackison, who attend¬ 
ed the meeting, said Mr 
Newman was sorry that a 
leak had occurred, but re¬ 
fused to reveal any more de¬ 
tails about any plans being 
considered. 

Health campaigner Mr 
Mackison said: “There was 
an apology from the chair¬ 
man about the leak. 

“He said this is a study that 
is ongoing and they can’t say 
whether what was said was 
right or wrong. They will get a 
report in the summer. 

“He said the leak shouldn’t 
have happened. 

“I thought it was very good 
that he came out and said it at 
the beginning of the meeting. 

“They didn’t disclose 
who the management 


consultants were.” 

Mr Mackison said that Mr 
Elkeles told the meeting that 
this would not affect the 
trust’s five-year plan, under 
which it aims to become a 
foundation trust, “but they 
have to think about the longer 
term and this would be 
post-2020”. 

Those attending Friday’s 
meeting were told the trust 
ended the last financial year 
with a £79,000 surplus, com¬ 
pared to a £7.4m deficit the 
previous year.

The fightback starts 
now, vow Lib Dems

Liberal Democrats vowed they 
were “not going away” after 
being wiped out from Epsom 
council on Friday - as the Resi¬ 
dents’ Association (RA) cele¬ 
brated a “huge victory”. 

Following the fall of some of 
their biggest names in the gen¬ 
eral election, Liberal Democrat 
candiates in Epsom and Ewell 
were unsuccesful in all the seats 
they contested - losing three to 
the Conservatives and three to 
the RA in Epsom and Ewell. 

The RA kept control of the 
council and secured 31 council¬ 
lors, up from 26 last time 
around, while the Tories lost 
three seats, but gained four oth¬ 
ers. Labour held on to three 
seats. 

Epsom and Ewell Council is 
now the only RA-controlled 
council in England. 

Former Liberal Democrat 
mayor Colin Taylor, who has 
been a councillor since 1999, 
said the party has had a pres¬ 
ence on Epsom Council for the 
past 35 years. 

After losing his Stamford ward 
seat in the election, Mr Taylor 
said: “Initially I felt a bit numb, 
a bit like a bereavement, but I 
have had time to adjust. 

“It’s nothing to do with what 
we have done locally, but it’s en¬ 
tirely because it was on the same 
day as the general election.” 

Mr Taylor said everyone is 
now saying the “fightback 
begins today”. 



Since Friday’s Liberal Demo¬ 
crat drubbing, 8,000 people have 
joined the party nationally, and, 
locally, Mr Taylor said they have 
had a least a dozen new 
members. 

“We are not going away, we are 
not giving up. We have a long 
record as liberals of coming 
back from very difficult posi¬ 
tions,” he said. 

After the mauling both here 
and across the country, Lib Dem 
Julie Morris, who also lost her 
College ward seat, said: “It is 
a very, very sad day for 
democracy.” 

RA Councillor Eber King- 
ton, who was re-elected, said 
Epsom Council was now 
unique in being the only RA- 
run council in the country. 

He said: “It’s a huge victory for 
the Residents’ Associations. 

“It bucks the national trend.” 

Another re-elected RA Coun¬ 
cillor Clive Woodbridge de¬ 
scribed their victory as 
“incredible” given the fact Con¬ 
servatives did so well in the gen-

He said: “It just shows Epsom 
and Ewell is a very special place 
and people looked at our record 
in local government.” 

• Over in Mole Valley where 
third of the councillors were up 
for election, the Conservatives 
won control of the council and 
the Liberal Democrats lost four 
seats. 

Losses included longtime 
councillors David Preedy, who 
represented Box Hill and 
Headley, and Bridget Lewis- 
Carr, who represented Leather- 
head North.

• Crispin Blunt, Reigate’s re¬ 
elected MP, will focus on the 
“greenbelt, trains and planes” 
in the next five years. 

The Conservative said he will 
continue to campaign to protect 
the greenbelt, improve rail ser¬ 
vices and fight against the ex¬ 
pansion of Gatwick. 

He said subsidiary issues he 
will focus on include school 
places, hospital provision and 
improving primary healthcare 
provision in the area. 

Asked about leaked plans that 
Epsom and St Helier hospitals 
could both close after 2020 and 
be replaced with an 800-bed 
super-site in Sutton, Mr Blunt 


said: “I remain a strong sup¬ 
porter of the idea as I was when 
it was first mentioned.” 

He added: “I am pleased with 
the increase of my overall share 
of the vote and very grateful for 
everyone that voted.” 

• Sir Paul Beresford, re-elect¬ 
ed with an increased majority 
in Mole Valley, said he will con¬ 
tinue to “work hard for the con¬ 
stituency and the nation”. 

On the national picture, the 
Tory MP said he will support 
Government action to tackle 
the deficit and improve the 
economy because “you cannot 
pay for services unless you have 


got a good economy”. 

Locally, he said he will keep 
fighting to save the greenbelt 
and block plans for a second 
runway at Gatwick. 

Sir Paul said: “Those two is¬ 
sues could destroy Mole Valley 
if they go wrong. I am in sup¬ 
port of another runway at 
Heathrow, but not at Gatwick.” 

He said the country’s biggest 
rehabilitation centre for in¬ 
jured servicemen and women, 
Headley Court, near Epsom, is 
“very important to him” and he 
hoped the NHS could run ser¬ 
vices from the site once a new 
rehabilitation centre is devel¬ 
oped in the Midlands in 2017-18.

Chris Grayling said he is “very 
happy” with his new cabinet 
post as Leader of the House of 
Commons - despite saying on 
election night that remaining as 
Justice Secretary would be his 
“main choice”. 

Having served as Employment 
Minister and then Justice Secre¬ 
tary for the last two-and-a-half 
years in the coalition Govern¬ 
ment, Mr Grayling said he was 
happy to be appointed Leader of 
the House of Commons at the 
weekend - seen as a demotion in 
political circles. 

On Thursday evening, Mr 
Grayling told the Epsom 
Guardian he would be “happy to 
do whatever David Cameron 
asks me to do” if a role in the 
cabinet was offered to him again. 

But he said taking back control 
of the country’s justice system - 
a role for which he has re¬ 
ceived widespread criticism 
from the legal profession - 
would be his “main 
choice”. 

“I would be very happy 
to be Justice Secretary. 

There is a lot of work still 


to do,” he added. 

“My main choice would be to 
stay there. I have enjoyed it.” 

Speaking to this newspaper on 
Monday, he said he “had to” give 
the reply he did on Thursday 
evening when asked about re¬ 
maining as Justice Secretary 
and added: “I am very happy 
with the new job. 

“I was not certain I would stay 
as Justice Secretary and so it 
didn’t come as a surprise to me 
to be moved.” 

He said his “biggest project 
was finished”, referring to his re¬ 
forms on prisoners’ rehabilita¬ 
tion, and he had already had a 
“long chat” with his successor 
Michael Gove - but would not be 
offering him any advice. 

“It’s important he does what 
he thinks is right,” Mr Grayling 
said. 

“There are budgetary chal¬ 
lenges ahead, but it’s important 
for someone who has already 
done the job not to be a back seat 
driver.” 

As a member of the

mentoring and support for peo¬ 
ple who go to prison for less than 
12 months,” Mr Grayling said. 

“The single most important 
thing is, in the past, people who 
went to prison for less than 12 
months, who left with nothing 
more than £46 in their pocket, 
had no support, two-thirds of 
whom re-offended within a mat¬ 
ter of weeks. 

“I have changed that.” 

Asked whether he expected the 
level of attention levelled at him 
personally as Justice Secretary, 
he said fathers’ rights activists 
setting up camp on his roof were 
“an occupational hazard for any¬ 
one in the justice world”. 

But he said those protesting 
over legal aid changes had 
missed the point. 

“The legal aid changes people 
were protesting were, and have 
been, an inevitability,” he said. 

“It was never a question of ide¬ 
ology - there was less money to 
spend. I took the protests in 
good heart. 

“Iam not quite sure why pro¬ 
ducing a giant effigy of me was 
going to make me understand 
[their views] more. If anything, I 
was amused by it. 

“And quite a lot of the protests 
against legal aid cuts were Ken 
Clarke’s legal aid cuts, not 
mine.” 

As Leader of the House Com¬ 
mons, Mr Grayling said he will 
“co-ordinate the Government’s 
legislative programme, be a 
voice of Parliament in Govern¬ 
ment and vice versa”. 

He said: “The Conservatives 
have a majority, but it’s a very 
thin majority so there is a lot of 
careful work to be done to get 
our legislative programme 
through and keep Parliament in 
a good place.” 

Asked about how Scotland’s 
calls for complete financial au¬ 
tonomy would affect this, he 
added: “It is about making sure, 
alongside what is being devolved 
to Scotland, to make it one of the 
strongest devolved governments 
anywhere in the world, there is a 
fairness with English votes for 
English laws.” 

Mr Grayling said he was 
“never remotely worried” about 
being re-elected in Epsom as he 
“got a very warm response on 
the doorstep”. 

He said he had not heard any 
claims that being Justice Secre¬ 
tary had left him with little time 
to spend on constituency work: 
“I have never had anybody who 
wasn’t a political opponent who 
has said ‘we didn’t see you 
enough’. 

“I live in the constituency, you 
will see me shopping here on a 
Saturday, I get the train with 
other commuters. 

“There will be no change.”

What will General Election result do to the Epsom Property Market? 


After the shock of the Conservatives 
returning to power with a majority at 
Westminster, all the potential issues and 
possible uncertainties of a hung parliament 
has lifted the cloud from the Epsom 
property market. Talking to other Epsom 
agents, surveyors and solicitors in the area 
over the last few days, there are signs this 
has started a new impetus in the Epsom 
property market after a subdued six months, 
when an amalgamation of tougher lending 
conditions, a natural correction after the 
strong recovery in Epsom property prices 
in 2014, and political uncertainty ahead 
of the General Election slowed demand. 

Against the back drop of Labour’s election 
promises of rent controls and three year 
tenancies, some Epsom buy to let landlords 
were waiting to see how these new policies 
would be implemented before they committed 
themselves to buying more property for their buy 
to let portfolio. Now that uncertainty has been 
removed, the long term picture is very positive. 

So, with all that uncertainty now removed, where 
next for the Epsom property market? Well with 


inflation at zero and with the Money markets 
happy David Cameron is still at No.10, the Bank 
of England have no reason to raise interest rates 
until 2016 at the earliest. As mortgage rates are 
at their lowest levels since 2010, landlords with 
large deposits will now be wooed by the mortgage 
companies in the coming months with low rates. 

You see over the past couple of years, Epsom 
landlords have benefited from a booming 
Epsom job market. Unemployment in Epsom 
has dropped to 0.8%, as a year ago, 674 
people were claiming unemployment benefit 
compared to today’s 410. With more jobs 
and better pay, as the level of rents is directly 
linked to tenant’s wages, there has been an 
increase in the rental prices tenants are willing 
to pay for good quality Epsom properties. 

Some landlords might be nervous about the 
Tory’s plans for the housing market over the 
next five years in terms of tenant demand for 
their rental properties. One plan is for Housing 
Association tenants to have the right to buy their 
property. These kind of tenants were never in the 
private rented sector and will actually increase 
the supply of properties in the housing stock in 
decades to come. The Government ‘Help to Buy 


Scheme’ has only helped to buy 67 (yes only 
sixty seven) Epsom properties since April 2013. 

Considering 1,489 properties have changed 
hands in the last year alone in Epsom and 
Ewell, I don’t think it has made a huge 
difference to our local property market. 

The biggest matter, when it comes to tenant 
demand of rental property going forward, 
comes from the shift in the mindset and attitudes 
towards renting itself. Twenty years ago you were 
seen as a second class citizen if you rented a 
property. In Epsom, as in the rest of the UK 
(apart from Central London), renting continues 
to offer good value for money for tenants. If 
you are an existing landlord in Epsom or 
thinking of becoming one, then I must suggest 
you seek out specialist advice and opinion. 
Like many agents in Epsom, we will happily 
give you our opinion on the current state of the 
market and the advantages/disadvantages to 
investing in the Epsom property market if you 
pop into our offices.

The 30-year-old’s fear of fly¬ 
ing is not exactly ideal 
considering the sport of 
badminton is big in the Far 
East, not to mention that next 
year’s Olympic Games are in 
Rio. 

But so determined is he to 
compete under the shadow of 
the famous five rings, Lan¬ 
gridge is prepared to put 
himself through the ringer in 
order to earn himself a plane 
ticket to Brazil. 

“Now Olympic qualifying 
has started every tourna¬ 
ment is so important and in 
the next two or three months 
we’ve got so many coming up, 
but we’re in a good place and 
we’ve been training really 
hard,” he said. 

“I don’t like the travelling 
side of it all because Pm real¬ 
ly not good with flying so I 
struggle with that bit. 

“It’s literally everything 
about flying - I’m not fond of 
it, but it’s something I’ve got 
to do for me job so I have to 
get on with it. 


“If I can get the train or the 
Eurostar then I do that be¬ 
cause I just hate it so much, 
but we’ve got one coming up 
to Australia so there’s just no 
way around it.” 

He added: “I’ve tried every¬ 
thing, every method to get 
round it but nothing seems 
to take. 

“I’ve done hypnotherapy 
and taken tablets that knock 


me out, but just had no luck. 

“But I relish the tourna¬ 
ments and the chance to 
prove I’m better than certain 
people.” 

And with such a busy 
schedule coming up, Lan¬ 
gridge is not about to slow 
down any time soon. 

“The hardest thing is bal¬ 
ancing everything, we have 
more tournaments than 


previously so you’ve got to 
balance the training in the 
right way,” he added. 

“You’re in England less so 
you’re training less but you 
have to make sure every sec¬ 
ond counts while still feeling 
fresh for tournaments.”
